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PREFACE. 



A osiTic writing in London regarding some yolumes printed on Indian affairs, obsenres 
that the documents appeared to be of value : but were unfortunately written in a lan- 
guage he did not understand : being English only to the eye. 

To explain this dialect is the object of the present volume. Most of the words here printed 
in the English character are Arabic : others are Hindi, Persian, Telugu, Tamil, Canarese, or 
Marata: but the work is particularly intended to explain phrases used in the Madras 
Government. 

Happily this mixed dialect is falling into disuse. About one word in ten is still current. 
The remainder, however, occur in the volumes of Orme, Dow, Grant, Mill, Munro and 
older writers. ' • * i^ 

Sir "William Jones, Wilkins, and otherp iavp'laid down rules for expressing Asiatic words 
in English letters. But the public have disregarded all rule : and I have admitted every 
spelling. The letter A as sounded in Maria, Lydia, Victoria, has generally been changed into 
XJ as in Conduct, or io as in fusion, or O as in reason, or E as in Power. The well known 
Arabic words Sadr Adalat, Bahadar, Eaujdari, Mulki, Inam, or the Hindu words Camam, 
Manovarti, Nayac are commonly written Sudder Udawlet, Behauder, Fouzdarry, Moolky, 
Enaum, Gumum, Munnooverty, Nag. Other words have numerous shapes. Thus Nawab 
becomes Nuwab, Nabob, Newaub, Nebaub. 

In the year 1842 Government ordered such a Vocabulary to be compiled : and the papers 
famished in obedience to Circular orders were transmitted to the College at Madras ; where I 
arranged them in one Glossary : adding many expressions from a Vocabulary which I had 
already framed. Some of the expressions brought to light were unknown to me : but as they 
perhaps exist I have admitted them, marked as quotations. 

As this Glossary is intended merely to aid strangers I have avoided all pretensions 
to etymology or other recondite information. In his Glossary to the Fifth Beport,*Sip 
Charles "Wilkins has vainly endeavoured to give Sanscrit or Arabic roots for words of Telugu 
or Tamil origin : thus *' Velama Dora** a Velama chieftain '* is derived from the Sanscrit 
words *• Varma Dhara, he who wears armour." He appears to have made up his mind that 
the languages of Southern India were derived from Sanscrit ; of which they are independent. 

In various publications, by myself and others, it has been shewn that Telugu is an origi- 
nal language. Yet to this day some eminent scholars in Europe assert that Telugu grammar 
is derived from Sanscrit. A few years study of Telugu would rid them of this delusion.

' which they sell to the Mandingoes. They 

* are probably a mixed race of Foulas and 

* regular negroes, or Jollofs. Many of them 
' are acquainted with the Jollof language. It 

* is not unlikely that such a mixture should 
' have sprung up from the cohabitation of 
' Foolahs with their slaves : the offspring 
' being despised for degenerate blood. Some 

* of the Mabomedan Foulahs do not permit

are mere fables circulated among Musul- 
roans —The Labbis themselves generally say 
that they come from (Codiyal Bander) Man- 
galore : but they do not seem to know that 
they originally came from the African coast.

bles in a line. The expression denotes, 1000 
lines or couplets for one rupee. Such copyists 
can earn about one rupee in a week.
